PRESIDENT 
COMMENTS 


ON THE STATEMENT 


OFGENERALCARRANZA 


Washington, April 23-President Wilson issued 


the following comment on the statement of Genera! 
Carranza: 


"I wish to reiterate with the greatest earnest- 


ness, the desire and intention of this government to 
respect in every possible way the sovereignty and 
independence of the people of Mexico. 


"The feeling and intention of the government in thii matter are 


not baied upon politici. They go much deeper than that. They 
are based upon a genuine friendship for the Mexican people and a 
profound interest in the rest of their constitutional system. What- 
ever unhappy circumstances or necesiities may arise, this 
object 


will be held steadily In view and pursued with consistent purpose, 
so far as this government is concerned, 


"But, 
we are dealing with facts. Wherever and whenever 


that dignity of the United States if flouted, its international rights, 
or the rights of its citizens invaded, or its influence rebuffed, where 
it has the right to attempt to exercise it, thin government must 
deal with the government actually in control. It is now. dealing 
with Oeneral Huert* in the territory he'now controls. That he 
does not rightfully control, does not alter the fact that he dot* 
control it. We are dealing, moreover, only wth those whom 
he 


commands, and those who eome to his support. With these we must 
deal. They do not lawfully represent tke people of Mexico. That 
fact, we rejoice, became oar quarrel is not with the Mexican people, 
and we do not desire to dictate their affairs, but we must 
enforce 


our rightful demands upon the prevailing authority in the places 
where it exists and where we aet.."
